Bob  Wearley,  Howard  Hoeppner,  Esther  Kammeyer,  Tom  Fuelling,  Lawrence  Fogle 
and  John  Moser.  After  much  hard  work  and  planning,  the  Jxmiors  entertained  the 
Seniors  at  the  annual  Junior-Senior  Reception.  It  was  held  at  the  American  Legion 
Home  and  the  theme  was  “Deep  South”.
